Warble Control in Cattle: 

It is unusual to be writing 
about this in the fall but the 
development and release of a 
new insecticide should interest 
.farmers. This products is called 
Co-Ral and it is a systemic in- 
secticide which can be sprayed 
on to the animal. Spraying should 
be done during September and 
October. The use of a high pres- 
sure sprayer is recommended in 
order to properly wet the skin 
of the animal. The per animal 
cost of this treatment.may seem 
high but it must ‘be remembered 
that this type of treatment 
should eliminate all the damage 
done arbles to the animal 
and so will get better gains 
and less e and trimming loss 
when the animals go to market. 
Calves under three months old 
and milking cows should not be 
treated. 

This, appears to be the type of 
warble control we have been 
wanting so stockmen should: in- 
vestigate it and at least try it on 
some of their cattle. 


‘Rat Control: 


This program is still going on 
and it is being very, very effect- 
ive. At this time of. year rats 
‘are looking for winter quarters 
so everyone along the Saskatch- 
ewan bomer or within a few 
miles of it should be more alert 
than ever. Clean, tidy building

You have to hand it to the 
Alberta oil industry — they can 
change their tune faster than a 
bit player. in a cheap vauderville 
show. From across the Alberta- 
boundary we Saskatchewan folks 
have long been hearing’ the whoops 
and hollers of prosperity, annual

paid out of swelling oil royalties. 
But now, it seems, the tune has 
changed! 

The poor, suffering oil industry 
of Alberta doesn’t like the reces- 
sion, so it wants the rest of us 
to help finance the pipeline for its 
oil, all the way from Alberta to 
Montreal: On top of that, it wants 
the Montreal market carved out 
as its exclusive territory.

The housefly -- 
a deadly pest 


As a menace to public health, 
the fly derives his power from the 
fact that he is a liberal feeder, with 
a weakness for milk, dung and 
sugar, says G. Graham Don in an 
article in “Family Doctor’, re- 
ceived by the Health League of 
Canada. Equally unfortunate is 
the fact that flies cannot take 
‘solid food. And so the fly has toa 
liquify it, which he does by licking 
and by regurgitating ‘some food 
ftom his last meal. The fly spreads 
disease in three ways. By his feet, 
through the vomit and in excreta. 
The last is the most dangerous 
since we know. that germs can 
pass unharmed through the fly and 
that he may pass them in a number 
of days after eating an infected 
meal. Houseflies may well be con- 
victed for spreading typhoid fev- 
ers, the dysentries, summer diar- 
rhoea in infants, and_ probably 
polio. 

The insecticides, -Gemmexane 
and D.D.T. have given us new and 
powerful weapons against flies. 
D.D.T. is slower than Gemmexane 
in action, but lasts longer. Surfaces 
sprayed with D.D.T, will remain 
lethal to flies for a long time. A 
D.D.T. solution 7-0z. is enough to 
cover 1,000 square feet, sprayed 
on a wall will cover it with a very 
thin film of insecticide which will 
remain effective against 
about three months.

News Report ; 
From Edmonton 


By Ken Mason 

EDMONTON — An _ uratium 
rush appears to be developing in 
the extreme northeastern corner 
of Alberta. Where it will end is 
anyone’s guess at this point, but 
people in mining circles say it 
looks big. 

It all came about as a result 
of work carried out in 1957 and 
1958 by geological field parties 
of the Research Council of Al- 
berta. 

The geologists found deposits 
of molybdenite, important in 
atomic reactors and in _ steel 
hardening processes, and radio- 
active minerals including high- 
grade uranium. 

A preliminary report on the 
Research Council’s findings was 
released last week, and the re- 
sult was a flurry of excitement 
among prospectors and _ geolo- 
gists in Edmonton and other 
parts of Canada. 

The mineral-rich area covers 
about 150 square miles north of 
Lake Athabasca, about 450 air 
miles north of Edmonton. At the 
time of writing, prospectors were 
flocking to the area. 

Dr. C. P. Gravenor, Research 
Council geologist, headed the 
field parties which studied de- 
posits in the area where the 
Precambrian shield cuts across 
the northeastern corner of Al- 
berta. 

He emphasized that the Re- 
search Council report is based 
only on surface showings and 
certain “grab” samples of rock 
which were brought out of the 
area. He said detailed explora- 
tion by prospectors and geolo- 
gists will prove whether valu- 
able ore ‘is present in commer- 
cial quatities. 

Even so, the release of the 
council’s report caused a lot of 
excitement in mining ~ circles 
here. Prospectors rushed to Re- 
seadch Council headquarters here 
to grab up copies of the report 
and examine samples which 
were on display. Then ‘they made 
arrangements to fly into the re- 
mote northern area for an on- 
the-spot investigattion. 

Airlines and charter plane 
firms reported a rush of busi- 
ness. It was so big, in fact, that 
some of them couldn’t handle it. 
The charter companies have all 
their spare aircraft’ tied up on 
forest fire éperations in north- 
ern Alberta. 

There also were reports of 
prospectors flocking into - the 
area from the Beaverlodge ur- 
anium mining district a few mil- 
es east in Saskatchewan. 

One of the most interesting 
features of the report deals with 
samples taken from a zone con- 
taining highly radioactive bands 
with molybdenite. Geologists 
followed the radioactivity for 
more than half a mile. 

An assay of the samples show- 


"ed 1.03 per cent uranium oxide. 


This may seem small, but to min- 
ing men it’s anything but small 
when you consider’ the Beaver- 
lodge, Sask., mining empire was 
built on rocks which assayed 
around .2 per cent. 

It's probably coincidental, but | 
the Research Council report | 
comes at a time when contro- 
versy is raging over the route 
for a railway to provide access 
to rich base metals deposits on 
Great Slave Lake in the North- 
west Territories.
